Reeve, In an article entitled, “A Phy- 
slHan In Pioneer Wisconsin,** In the 
Wisconsin Magazine of History, pub­ 
lished by the State Historical society. 
, The difficulties Involved In the prac­ 
tice of medicine In a country almost 
devoid of roads, and with only the 
necessaries of life, and with practical­ 
ly no money, are related by Doctor 
Reeve, who practiced In n small vil­ 
lage In Dodge county. Of a journey 
made in Januafy, 1852, he writes: 
“Called to Cleveland by the critical 
Ulness of a sifter, I left home on ft 
Sunday morning In a sleigh, a pr 
vate conveyance, and reached Milwau­ 
kee, about 50 miles away, that night 
From thetjs on runners to Chicago. 
Thence some 80 rollos by Mtchtgsa 
Central railroad, and then by vehicle 
across to the Southern Michigan, at 
that time building from Toledo to Chi­ 
cago. The appointments of the road 
prere not yet made, so several times 
the train stopped, 
the passengers 
Slighted and chopped fence rails to 
make fuel for the locomotives. From 
Toledo, cm wheels, to a polut on the 
railroad from 8andusky to Cincinnati; 
I think the place w as Gallón. I reached 
my destination just at dark on Satur­ 
day night I had traveled during the 
whole week, passing but two nights in

BOOST THE PRICE 


DELANEY FINDS MILLIONS MORE 
IN CHICAGO SUPPLY—BUTTER 
IN ABUNDANCE

the egg season—the time of the year 
when eggs are ususaljy at their low­ 
est price— when millions and millions 
>f busy hens are working overtime 
tnd poultry men on the farm s are 
dipping eggs in large quantities. 
A | this same period of the year, in 
1914 before the war sbbwed the food 
J peculators how to manipulate sup­ 
plies and hold them in cold storage— 
ggs 
sold at twenty*four 
cents a 
dozen and in years prior to that told 
closer to twelve cent» a dozen. 
This 
season 6,000,000 more eggs a Week 
are coming into Chicago than in 1914 
Notwithstanding this fact, eggs are 
being piled into the warehouses by 
alas millions at fifty cents a doten, to 
be held until next W inter in anticipa­ 
tion of a $1.50 or $2 price. 
Every warehouse that eaters to egg 
storage is crowded down wit heggg 
and each day wagonload after wagon-j 
load 
is being hauled from freight ¡
